CONVICTS REBEL, 
BUT SURRENDER. 


Kansas Penitentiary Warden 
-Deseends Into Mine and 
. Captures 284 Mu- 
tineers. 


PIGS’ FEET CAUSE STRIKE. 


Lansing Prisoners Hold Fifteen 
Guards as Hostages Until 
Hunger Compels Ca- 
pitulation. 


FLEE AS SHOTS ARE FIRED. 


Leavenworth, Kas., March 19.—[Special.]— 
Two hundred and eighty-four convicts in the 
Kansas Penitentiary at Lansing, led by 
twenty-one men under sentence of death, 
mutinied on Monday, seized the coal mine 
at the penitentiary, overpowered and tap- 
tured the fifteen guards, defied the peniten- 
tlary officials, held the guards as hostages, 
and demanded lighter work and better food. 

From 1 o'clock yesterday until 11:30 to- 
night the convicts held the workings of the 
mine, but, weakened by hunger, they surren- 
dered unconditionally after Warden Tomlin- 
son led eight guards down 720 feet into the 
shaft and opened fire. 

The convicts threatened to wreck the mine 
unless the warden would agree to their 
‘terms, but the warden remained firm. Early 
tonight a guard who was sick was hoisted to 
the surface, and reported the other guards 
who were being held as hostages were in 
good condition. The mutinous miners, after 
making further threats, concluded escape 
was impossible. They had nothing to eat 
except corn provided for the mules, and sur- 
rendered. 

Shortly after nightfall Warden Tomlinson 
and every, available deputy gathered around 
the mouth of the mine, each man heavily 
armed. The mutinous convicts began a par- 
ley with the warden. They sent him word 
that if he would promise not to inflict pun- 
ishment for their action they* would sur- 
render. To this the warden would not con- 
sent, sending down word that the surrender 
mus. be unconditional, the question of pun- 
ishment to be considered iater. 


Decides to Enter Mine. 

The warden held a consultation with his 
officers and it was decided to attempt ,a 
rescue of the guards and to overawe the 
convicts and force their surrender. Select- 
ing his men, Warden Tomlinson, with eight 
guards heavily armed, entered the hoist and 
were soon speeding downward When near 
the bottom of the pit a heavy fusillade was 
opened, the shots being fired toward the top 
of the shaft. 

This took the convicts by surprise, and, 
thinking that the shots were intended for 
them, they hastily fled, leaving the guards, 
‘who were soon joined by their comrades, 
who were sent to the top. The armed guards 
then started after the convicts and soon 
had the ringleaders under arrest. The oth- 
ers gave in and surrendered. The work of 
bringing them to the surface began, and be- 
fore morning the convicts will again be be- 
hind the bars of their cells. 

On Sunday the convicts had trouble in the 
mess hall over pigs’ feet. Division No. 8, 
composed of miners, went down the shaft 
yesterday and the first notice those on top 
had that trouble existed was when signals 
from the top elicited no answers from the 
men in the shaft. ; 


Threaten to Wreck Mine. 

After several attempts to communicate 
with the guards below word was sent up 
that the prisoners had captured the guards. 
The mutineers marched through the severa, 
mine levels singing and cheering. They haa 
a jolly time all night. This morning the fol- 
lowing communication was sent to the war- 
den: 

We have concluded to wreck everything in the 
mine unless you accede to our demands. We de- 
mand that you give us three square meals per 
day. We do not want any more corn bread, liver, 
or pigs’ feet. We are willing to do right and de- 
mand you to do the same. We want those men 
taken off punishment and this must be done. This 
is our proposition, and we demand answer inside 
of a half an hour. 

The warden sént the following to the con- 
victs: 

I cannot agree to your demands. They are not 
right. Of course you can wreck everything in the 
mine if you want to do so, but that will not help 
out. Every officer on the bottom must be sent up 
in safety to the top before the miners come up. 


COUNCILMEN BREAK ARMS 
ON ALD. THOMPSON’S WALK. 


John J. Brennan and Alfred Williston 
Slip on Ice in Front of Colleague’s 
Property and Are Severely Hurt. 


Ice in front eof Alderman William Hale 
Thompson's property is responsible for per- 
sonal injuries to two other members of the 
City Council, who now carry their arms 
in slings. Mr. Thompson is considering the 
code of Aldermanic ethics and wondering 
what it prescribes for Aldermen who may 
be held accountable for other Aldermen’s 
injuries. Alderman John J. Brennan of the 
Highteenhth Ward slipped on ice on the side- 
walk in front of property owned by Alder- 
man Thompson and broke one arm in two 
places. Shortly after this accident Alderman 
Williston stepped on a slippery spot in front 
of some of Alderman Thompson's down- 
town property and broke his arm. 


STANFORD PROFESSOR QUITS. 


Frank A. Fetter, Who Was Expected to 
Succeed Dr. Ross, Resigns Uni- 
versity Post. 


Stanford University, Cal., March 19.—Pro- 
fessor Frank A. Fetter of the economic de- 
partment, who was looked upon as the prob- 
able successor of Dr. Ross as supervising in- 
structor in political economy, has resigned. 
It was generally known that he was deeply 
moved by the withdrawal of Dr. Ross from 
the university, but his resignation came as a 
surprise. 

It was reported at the time of the Ross 
and Howard affairs at Stanford that Dr. 
Fetter would not return to the university, 
and the announcement of his withdrawal and 
its connection with the Ross affair may be 
considered authentic. 

The withdrawal of Dr. Fetter leaves the 
already weakened economics department in 
a way. It will be necessary to secure 
at least two strong men to bring the depart- 


-ment up to its former standard, 


HAVOC OF GALE IN CIFY. 


STORM WRECKS MNEYS AND 
| SHATTERS ws. 


Sweeps Over Part of the South Side 
Shortly After 9 O’Clock tn Evening, 

. Damages Residences in Aldine 
Square, the Sixth Presbyterian 
Church, and the Vincennes Apart- 
ment Building—Jumps from Place 
Place Like a Cyclone. : 


South Side residents thought for a time last 
night that they had to deal with a small 
cyclone. Shortly after 9 o’clock a wind- 
storm swept out of the southwest, dipped to 
the ground here and there in its course over 
the city, and then swept out into the lake. 
Where it touched shattered windows and 
wrecked chimneys showed the strength of 
the gale. 

The first damage reported was in Aldine 
square. Thence the storm jumped north- 
ward two blocks to Thirty-sixth street and 
Vincennes avenue, where it sucked out a 
large window in the belfry of the Sixth. 
Presbyterian Church. In the Vincennes 
apartment building to the east many more 
windows were shattered. Then the storm 
took another jump to between Lake and 
Ellis avenues, where it razed Several high 
board fences and chimneys, then, with a 
roar and deluge of rain, swept out into the 
lake. Its entire time in passing was only a 
few minutes. 

The first the residents of Aldine square 
knew of the storm was when they heard the 
sudden rush of the wind about their houses. 
Simultaneously came the crash of falling 
brick as four chimneys weré swept from 
roofs. The gale seemed to gather force as it 
swept northward. 


- Storm Strikes the Vincennes. 

People in the Vincennes were startled by 
the crash as a window and part of the stone 
frame work in the church opposite were 
wrenched out and fell rattling to the 
ground. A moment and many windows ir 
the apartment building. itself were irt frag- 
ments. Mrs. B. Herman, living on the fourth 
floor, fainted when the windows of her room 
were wrecked. On the floor below Nellie 
Conway, a maid, employed by Mrs. Louis 
Wolf, was frightened almost into hysterics. 
So many of the tenants became alarmed 
that the night elevator man had to go from 
floor to floor reassuring them. 

Charles Harris, the night elevator man, 
said: ‘* The first I noticed was when a cab- 
man came driving by and a gust of wind 
struck him and nearly pulled him off his 
seat. Then the church window and stone 
fell out. At about the same time the wind 
struck the south side of the building and 
shattered about half the window panes and 
frightened the people living here half to 
death. It came with a rush and lasted only 
about three minutes.”’ 

From there the wind leaped to Thirty-fiftb 
street, where, between Lake and Ellis ave- 
nues, it made its last mark. There is a smal) 
alleyway between the two streets, at the 
end of which are clustered a number of 
wooden sheds and high board fences. The 
fences were leveled and the roofs of the 
sheds twisted out of place. 


Damage in Other Localities. 

Charles Elbridge and his family were in 
their house, 3510 Lake avenue, when the 
storm struck the house and ripped off the 
skylight. A large brick chimney on the 
house of Mrs: Ella Hotzheimer, 3538 Ellis 
avenue, was blown down and plunged 
through the roof. Carpets and furniture 
were damaged by the rain. Mrs. Hotz- 
heimer telephoned to the Stanton Avenue 
Police Station and also sent in a fire alarm. 
She asked that tarpaulins be placed under 
the place where the rain was pouring in, but 
the firemen refused. , 

A house was unroofed at Thirty-fifth 
street and Wentworth avenue, the electric 
light poles of the Commonwealth company 
were blown down in Forty-first street, be- 
tween Indiana avenue and Grand boulevard, 
and in Fifty-ninth street, between Center 
avenue and Loomis street. The cars on the 
Fifty-ninth street line were delayed nearly 
an hour until the poles and the tangle of 
wire were removed by wrecking crews. 

For nearly an hour early this morning the 
electric lights in that part of the city bound- 
ed by the river, Desplaines street, Harrison 
and Kinzie streets were out, and the section 
was in darkness. Weather conditions were 
given as the cause, 

A return to winter» weather is predicted 
for today by Professor Cox. He said last 
night the rain would probably turn to snow 
before this morning and there would come 
with it a drop of from 20 to 25 degrees. 


CHIEF SWENIE’S DOCTORS SAY 
HE MUST QUIT ACTIVE WORK. 


Veteran Fire Fighter Must Conserve His 
Energy by Leaving 4-11 Blazes and | 
Bad Weather Duties to Subordinates. 


Dr. Fernand Henrotin and Dr. F. 8. Hart- 
mann admitted yesterday that the condition 
of Fire Chief Denis Swenie was more serious 
than reported. While it is expected 
that the veteran fire fighter will recover, 
his doctors announce ghat it will not be pru- 
dent for him to actively resume his duties. 
The Chief is extremely restless under the 
restraint put upon him, and both he and his 
family believe that he will be able to direct 
the work at big fires in the future as in the 
past, be the weather pleasant or inclement 
and the hour early or late. At Fire depart- 
ment headquarters it is expected the Chief 
soon will reappear. 

Yesterday the Chief was allowed to seea 
few personal friends, but he was not per- 
mitted to talk much for fear of overexerting 
himself. His ailment, which has manifested 
itself in a lesser degree several times during 
the last year, is cardiac asthma, induced by 
the nature of his work. 7 

“There must be no more excitement or 
worry of any kind until the Chief has recov- 
ered,” Dr. Henrotin said. “ His heart has 
been affected by his constant exposure, and 
Dr. Hartmann agrees with me that he must 
give up in a large measure the active life he 
has led heretofore.” 

' “Tt will be weeks before Chief Swenie can 


‘resume his work,’’ said Dr. Hartmann last 


night, “and even then he must give up his 
old habit of attending fires night and day, 
without regard to his health. He must heed 
his physical being in the future else the con- 
sequences will be serious.” 


DIES FROM TOOTHPICK WOUND. 


James M. Landreth, 29] Oakwood Boule- 
vard, Steps on One of the Wooden 
Points and Never Recovers. 


A wooden toothpick caused the death of 
James M. Landreth, an old resident of the 
city, who lived with his son-ingaw, Charles 
F. Lightner, at 291 Oakwood boulevard. This 
was the report made to a Coroner’s jury yes- 
terday by Lightner, and the jury found that 
it was an accident. The toothpick had been 
dropped on the rug in the old man’s bed- 
room, and when he arose on the morning of 
Feb. 6 he stepped on it, and the wound re- 


CITY LABOR FOR: 
VOTES IT GETS. 


‘Fourteen Hundred Men Now 
Drawing Pay to Clean 
Chicago Streets That 
Remain Dirty. 


MANY NEVER AT WORK. 


Merit Board President Lindblom 
Admits Rolls Are Stuffed, 
but Says He Is - 
Powerless. 


WEST SIDE SYSTEM A FARCE. 


Fourteen hundred- men are supposed to be 
“at work” in the streets giving the city a 
* preélection ’’ cleaning. The 1,400 men have 

‘made no perceptible alteration in the cond!- 
tion of the streets, which remain covered 
with mud and dirt, as shown by photographs 
printed daily in Tus TrIsunge, but they will 
draw their wages and are expected to vote 
**for the Mayor who gives them work.” On 
the West Side yesterday the “‘ work” con- 
sisted of scraping up the mud and piling it in 
heaps, which the business-men in the street 
expect to remain until passing vehicles scat- 
ter it. 

Complaints have been carried to the Civil 
Service Reform league and to the Civil Serv- 
ice commission that many of these 1,400 la- 
borers make no pretense of working, and 
that their names are carried on the pay rolls 
for political purposes. These charges were 
discussed yesterday by Secretary F. W. Bull 
of the league and Commissioners Lindblom 
and Powell. % 


Lindblom Admits the Charge. 

“I have no doubt,” said President Lind- 
blom, “‘ that there are men on the pay rolls 
of the city as street laborers who are doing 
nothing. We have no way to proveit. We 
have no detectives and we cannot secure 
evidence.” 

The commissioners said that 600 men were 
employed in the streets, being unaware that 
1,400 are supposed to be at work. These 
men are given work under temporary au- 
thority, which must be renewed every six 
days, but the city officials remain the sole 
judges of the necessity for their being em- 
ployed. They are required to show cause 
to the commission, but the commissioners 
have no ground for refusing a request which 
is made imperative. For these reasons it 
becomes a simple matter to swell the pay 
rolls when employment of laborers means 
votes. 

After March 28, however, it has been ruled 
that no laborers can be employed unless 
they are taken from the certified lists of the 
commission. By that time the adminigtra- 
tion will have sefved its purpose and’ will 
ave demonstrated its willingness to take 
care of its voters. 


How the West Side Is “ Cleaned.”’ 

The methods of the “ pre@lection’’ street 
cleaning were demonstrated in West Madi- 
son street. A gang of fifty men, superin- 
tended by three bosses, started at an alley 
west of Halsted street and began to tear 
up the muddy ice that lay along the south 
curb. This was thrown in heaps, part of it 
carted away, but the greater part of it left 
in soggy melting piles which blockaded the 
street from Sangamon to Morgan. 

From past experiences the business-men in 
the street expect that the heaps will re- 
main where they stand. until spring melts 
them. It was claimed that in other thor- 
oughfares near Madison street the practice 
had been to remove the mud and ice from 
the gutters and throw it into the middle of 
the street, where it remained. 

The new method went into active operation 
on the West Side on last Thursday, when 
thirty-five men under three superintendents 
succeeded in tearing up the slush for two 
blocks. The work continued for four days, 
but no efforts were made to cart away the 
accumulations. 

“It would take but a few days to clean 
up the heaps,”’ said J. C. Leppert, 244 Madi- 
gon street. ‘‘ This sort of thing is not right, 
when the taxpayers have to bear the burden 
of the expense. We would prefer that the 
street was left alone.” 


TENANT SICK, SUES LANDLORD. 


Mrs. Carrie Clark Begins Action Against 
A. 8S. Maltman, Charging Unsanitary 
Conditions at 156 Clifton Avenue. 


Mrs. Carrie Lillian Clark has begun suit 
in the Circuit Court for $10,000 damages 
against Alexander S. Maltman, a real es- 
tate dealer, for injuries which it is alleged 
she has suffered through the alleged unsani- 
tary condition of the living rooms furnished 
her by Mr. Maltman at 156 Clifton avenue. 

Mrs. Clark and her husband, John Henry 
Clark, were employed last August by Mr. 
Maltman to care for the flat building at 
156 Clifton avenue. As part payment for 
their services, it is declared, they were given 
living rooms in the basement. It is declared 
that within a month Mrs. Clark became 
sick, her illness being ascribed to the condi- 
tion of the rooms in the basement. 

' ‘There are now several suits pending in the 
courts against landlords, asking damages 
for injuries through sickness alleged 
to have resulted from unsanitary conditions 
of premises rented. Attorney F. A. Harper, 
counsel for the plaintiff in the present sult, 
declares that in addition to the tenants’ 
rights he will base the suit on the contract 
between the defendant and the plaintiff. 

At the office of Mr. Maltman it is declared 
that there is no foundation for the charge 
that the premises at 156 Clifton avenue were 
in an unsanitary condition while occupied 


by the Clarks.

Then the old man left the room to call his 
children. He barely had passed through the 
door when apoplexy struck him down. That 
night he died without uttering a word as to 
his wanderings. 

Mrs. Limbert still Hes at the point of 
death, thinking that her husband is in an 
adjoining room too seriously ill to be moved. 
The news of his death is being kept from 
her, for the shock would doubtless prove 
immediately fatal. 


Calls for Long Lost Husband. 

It has been generally accepted for the last 
quarter of a century that Mrs. Limbert was 
a widow. Recently the aged woman was 
stricken with paralysis, and about two weeks 
ago she began to call for her husband, ask- 
ing to see him for a few minutes. All at- 
tempts to soothe her were vain. 

One week ago an aged stranger drove up 
to the house and asked Miss Clara Limbert, 
who is the constant companion of her in- 
valid mother, if he might see Mrs. Limbert. 

Miss Limbert refused on account of her 
mother’s illness.

The old man was taken into the house. He 
was sobbing and wringing his hands, and as 
he started to sit down fainted and fell to the 
floor.

Minister, the Orator at the University 
* Convocation, Deprecates the 
4 Use of Force. 

“Tf the people of the West will study the 
Civilization of China instead of trying to 
Dull i down they will save themselves a 
ereat deal of trouble. They will find that the 
proper course to be pursued in putting China 
on the road to prosperity and happiness is 
mot to shake the foundations of its social 
[emma political fabric, but to allow it to in- 
» Corporate such elements of Western civiliza- 

tion as it can assimilate.” | 

In these words the duty of the United 
Biates of America and the European powers 
in their relations with China was pointed 
out by Chinese Minister Wu Ting Fang, who 
delivered the address at the quarterly con- 

“wocation of the University of Chicago in the 
Studebaker Theater yesterday. An audience 
of 2,000 people, who filled every seat and 
packed the aisies and foyer, listened with 
keen interest and interrupted the speaker 
with frequent applause. 

The memory of the late Professor George 
W. Northrup was honored by the members of 
the university standing while the band 
Played a hymn. Twenty-eight graduates re- 
ceived degrees. 


Minister Wu Talks of China. 
* Winister Wu traced briefly the history of 
elvilization in Chine, and dwelt on the early 
development of the arts and sciences which 
attained to considerable advancement there 
while the Western countries were still in a 
state of savagery. He said that long isola- 
tion from other nations had enabied the 
"@hinese to carry on their interna! affairs un- 
hindered, and that a civilization distinctly 
@ifferent from that of the West had been 
developed. 
= “True it is,” said Minister Wu, “ that 
'China’s isolation has served to strengthen 
the nation’s character and give it a marked 
individuality, but this has not been gained 
without great losses. The most serious is 
#hat the nation has not been able to profit 
by the trials, experiences, and achievements 
er the rest of the world. It must be ad- 
mitted that today China is centuries behind 
in knowledge of chemistry, electricity, steam 
Havigation, rapid transit, and other arts and 
sciences. 
Civilization Deeper than Railroads. ~ 
* But does civilization consist of railroads, 
telegraphs, telephones, electric light, battle- 
shops, rapid firing guns, magazine rifles, and 
@ thousand and one things which are often 
Pegarded as necessary for a progressive na- 
tion? This would be a narrow interpreta- 
Sion of the word. Civilization has, I believe, 
‘ broader meaning, with intelligence, order, 
morality, and refinement for its essential ele- 
"ments.

WU DEPLORES THE NUDE IN ART. 


Asks Why Young Men and Women Stu- 
dents Sketch from Life—Much In- 
terested in a Mummy. 


Chinese Minister Wu Ting Fang devoted 
yesterday to an investigation of the intel- 
lectual and esthetic side of Chicago life. A 
refreshing sleep of seven hours had given 
him new vigor with which to ask a thousand 
unanswerable questions. He looked over the 
masterpieces in the Art Institute and did not 
attempt to conceal his surprise at finding 
young men and women sketching from nude 
models. 

He spent the afternoon in the atmosphere 
of the, higher criticism, scanning the faces 
of the University of Chicago students, cross- 
examining hoary-headed professors, and de- 
livering piquant comparisons of American 
and Chinese civilizations.

Bulk of $400,000 Estate Goes 
to Widow During Her 


FEW GIFTS TO CHARITY. 


Document Carefully Divides Ef- 
fects Among Members of Im- 
mediate Family. 


SON'S CHILDREN GET SHARE. 


Indianapolis, Ind., March 19.—The will of 
General Harrison was tilted for probate late 
this afternoon, As near as can be estimated 
General Harrison's estate will ampunt to 
$400,000, consisting principally of high-class 
securities and real estate. 


$125,000 to be invested, the interest to be paid 
to Mrs. Harrison during her life. At the 
death of Mrs. Harrisen any earned interest 
not paid to her is to hecome part of the 
residuary estate. To his wife he also left 
$15,000; to the daughter, Blizabeth, $10,000. 
The will gives $10,000 to be invested by the 
Union Trust company and to accumulaie 
until his grandson, Benjamin Harrison Mc- 
Kee, shall become of age, when he shall have 
the principal and accumulated interest. The 
trustee is authorized, however, to use the in- 
terest in the support of the grandson if nec- 
essary. The grandchildren, Mary Lodge Mc- 
Kkee, Marthena Harrison, and William Henry 
Harrison, are each left the sum of $2,500 in 
addition to other gifts mentioned. 

Item sixteen of the will reads as follows: 
“If another child should be born to me of 
my present marriage | give and bequeath to 
such child the sum of $10,000. If a boy shall 
be born to me he shall bear my name and my 
sword and sash shall be given to him instead 
of to my son Russell.” 

Genera! Harrison's sisters, Sarah H. Devin 
and Anna H. Morris, and his sister-in-law, 
Elizabeth Scott Parker, each receive the 
sum of $500. His sister, Bettie H. Baton, 1s 
given an annuity of $600. His nephew and 
namesake, Benjamin Harrison Jr., son of his 
brother John, is to receive $500. . 


Three Charities Get Gifts. . 


To the Indianapolis Orphan Asylum he left 
$500; to the Eleanor Home, $500: to the Sum- 
mer Mission for Sick Children. $100; to his 
secretary, Frank Tibbott, $500. 

The will sets out that General Harrison had 
already given to his children, Russell and 
Mary, the jewelry and other things belong- 
ing to theirmother. These and other articles 
belonging to their mother he bequeaths to 
these children. This gift, the will says, is 
not to be taken to include articles of furni- 
ture purchased by their mother for the home 
and paid fordy him. It confirms to the wife 
all the gifts she has received, all the articles 
in the house that were purchased within six 
months before his marriage with her, and all 
that have been purchased by either of them 
since that time. It also gives to the wife for 
the term of her life all other articles of house- 
hold furniture used or owned by him at a 
period earlier than six months that were in 
the house at his death, except such articles 
as are otherwise disposed of. It gives to the 
wife all horses, vehicles, and stable furnish- 
ings. 

Children to Divide Estate. 

The will directs that all the personal prop- 
erty left to his wife for her life shall, at her 
death, be divided among his surviving ¢hil-- 
dren, the issue of any that may:have died 
taking the varent's share. The wife is not 
required to file any inventory of property, 
nor to give any bond, nor be liable for any 
loss. 
to have the North Delaware homestead and 
six lots in Herkimer County, N. Y. 

All debts owing to General Harrison by his 
son, Russell, are remitted, and the executor 
is directed to cancel any evidence of such 
indebtedness. 

It is -directed that the provisions made 
for the wife are in lieu of all her interests 
in the estate as his widow. 


Gift for Russel! Harrison’s Children. 


is left as follows: It is to be divided into 
‘as many equa! shares as he left children, 
and one additional share for the issue of 
any child that may have died leaving issue.

‘PIKE HAD MADE REPORT. 


Proprie tor Informed by Engineer 
of Unsafe Condition of | 
Machinery. 


TELL OF FREQUENT LEAKS. 


The Coroner’s inquest to determine the 

cause of death of the nine victims of the 
Doremus Laundry boiler explosion pro- 
gressed far enough yesterday to show that 
the boiler was known to be in a dangerous 
condition. Mrs. Amanda Pihl, widow of En- 
gineer Pihl, one of the victims of the dis- 
aster of March 11, wasthe principal witness. 
Her husband, she declared, knew that the 
boiler was unsafe and had reported the fact 
to Proprietor A. F. Doremus. He had de- 
cided to give up his position rather than 
take the risk of operating the boller. 
‘Other witnesses declared that the boller 
was known to be im unsafe condition, and 
the fact was brought out that stable refuse, 
which was apt to generate ammonia gas, 
was burned under the boiler. Caustic soda 
was used for cleaning purposes. This art- 
icle, it was said, had a tendency to weaken 
the boiler. 

Girl employés declared that they knew the 
boiler to be unsafe, and on various occasions 
when they heard disturbances in the base- 
ment they had run out to the street. 

The inquiry was adjourned until next Tues- 


day morning at 10 o’clock to permit Thomas. 


G. Brady, who worked in the laundry up to 
Saturday before the explosion, an opportu- 
nity to testify. He is at present recovering 
from an operation at the German Hospital 
and expécts to be out within a week. It is 
expected that he will prove a valuable wit- 
néss, as he was familiar with the condition 
of the boiler and machinery. When the in- 
vestigation is resumed City Boiler Inspector 
Schlacks, Proprietor A. F. Doremus, anda 
number of boiler experts will be heard. 

~ At the adjournment of the inquest Coroner 
Traeger said: 

“This inquiry will be pursued until every 
possible effort has been made to get at the 
facts in the case. I intend to see that the 
guilty persons are brought to justice. The 
investigation so far as it has progressed is 
quite satisfactory to me and indicates that 
somebody guilty of criminal carless- 


ness."” 
Knew Boiler Was Unsafe. 


Little of a sensational nature developed 
until Mrs.. Amanda Pihl, 119 West Huron 
street, widow of George Pihl, the engineer, 
declared that her husband had told her on a 
number of occasions that the boiler in the 
new laundry was in an unsafe condition, and 
that he had decided to quit his job rather 
than run any further risk. The woman was 


overcome by emotion at several points in her. 


testimony and buried her face in her hands 
and wept. 

“ My husband was engineer at the Doremus 
laundry and had worked there four and one- 
half years,’’ she said. “ His salary was $12 
a week and he had been a licensed engineer 
for nineteen years. My husband often told 
mé that the boiler was in bad condition. He 
was afraid of his life when he was around 
it and the strain seemed to prey on his mind. 

“He worked Sundays, as a general thing, 
but the Sunday before the explosion I begged 
him to take a day off and stay home. This 
he did. He talked to me about the boiler 
that afternoon and s he had decided to 
quit his job because was afraid to be 
around the boiler any longer. He said it 


_ leaked badly and something might happen 


any time. It was not only his own life but 
those of the girls and boys working in the 
laundry which were in danger. . 
“He' said he could not stand the strain 
any longer, the responsibility was too great 
and that he would tell Mr. Doremus when he 


, went to work the next morning that he would 


have to get another engineer. He wanted to 
give him several days’ notice. 

“ He said he told Mr. Doremus about the 
unsafe condition of the boiler many times 
and that he had promised to have it fixed, 
‘but it had never been done. My husband 
told a friend about his fears, Mr. Bevorder, 
#40 North Lincoln street. My husband toid 
mime that Mr. Doremus bought caustic soda 
fand ordered it used in cleaning the boiler. 
Hie: had previously cleaned the boiler with 
Potatoes and said that the caustic soda,was 
cheaper. My husband said that this prepara- 
tion ruined the boiler and caused it to leak 


badly. 
Girls Ran to Street. 


Annie Kucaba, 9966 West Eighteenth place, 
an employé of the laundry, whose sister Bes- 
#ie was killed in the explosion, testified to the 
@angerous condition of the boiler. 

“ The girls,”’ she said, ‘‘ often heard strange 
Moises in the engine-room as if machinery 
Was breaking, and then we would run out 
mito the alley. We would not go back until 
We thought everything was all right again. 
About two months ago the machinery broke 
@0wn and we had to lay off from work two 
Gays. Since I have been there we heard 
these noises and ran out of the place about 
fen times.

PLAN. i 


Officers Stationed Along Route to Ex- 
amine Horses and One Is Soon Found 
So Lame It Is Ordered Back to the 


-Barn—Plan Is to Have License 


voked—Mrs. Theodore Thomas Says 
War Will Be Prosecuted with Vigor 
in Fature. 


The Afti-Cruelty society is waging a new 
war in behalf of the lame, halt, and blind 
horses that drag the cumbersome carettes. 
The aim is to gather sufficient evidence to 
secure the revocation of the company’s li- 
cense, The first victory was won yesterday 
when @ poor, jaded beast was opdered to be 
sent back to the barns and given a rest. 

Both the Anti-Cruelty and Humane so- 
cleties are tired of trying individual cases 
against the carefte company owners and 
employés and the officers of the Anti-Cruelty 
society have determined to gather sufficient 
evidence to force the city to take action. 
Already much evidence Has been collected. 

Yesterday two officers were placed, one at 
Adams and State streets and the other at 
the Rush street bridge, to gather évidence 
of unfit horses. They examined every team 
that passed, took the vehicie’s number, and 
reported the condition of the team. 


Respite for One Jaded Horse. 

Carette No. 38, driven by Henry Bowers, 
was particularly sought after. For several 
days complaints of the condition of this 
team have been frequent. Both horses are 
Small and both are lame. Mrs. Theodore 
Thomas was particularly anxious to secure 
evidence against the team. During the morn- 
ing Officer Curden stopped the team and 
reported the condition of the bay horse to 
Superintendent Brickley of the carette com- 
pany. The horse could barely touch one of 
its hind hoofs to the ground and was ex- 
hausted. Bowers and Brickley both de- 
murred, but when the run was finished the 
horse was taken off. The other was rested 
until afternoon and then sent out again. 

During the period the officers were on 
watch they examined thirty-two horses. Of 
these only two teams were found in good 
condition. 

When asked if the horse ordered to the 
barns would be used again, Foreman Mul- 
ligan, in charge of the North Park avenue 
barns, said he did not know. It had been 
used. daily for three years, and he said dur- 
ing the greater part of that time had limped 
as it did yesterday. 

Mulligan then sent out a substitute team. 
At Division sireet one of the horses slipped 
and fell. If slowly struggled to its feet and 
limped during the rest of the trip. At Rush 
street and Chicago avenue a halt was made 
to rest the team, and another was taken 
at the beginning of the bridge incline. When 
the team arrived at State and Madison 
Streets it had taken three-quarters of an 
hour for the trip and both horses appeared 
fagged out. 

Society to Continue Its Efforts. 

“ We will not rest in our handling of this 
carette company,’’ said Mrs. Thomas. ‘They 
receive a complaint and put off the horse for 
a day or use it at night when we cannot see 
it. They fight their cases on technicalities 
or spirit away witnesses. 

“I believe we will be able to get their li- 
cense, and now that the ordinance govern- 
ing the weight of loads is out of the way we 
will go right at it.”’

TOPREBZE IN SEWER WORK 


MAY USE BELGIAN METHOD ON 
. THIRTY-NINTH STREET. 


Idea Is to Solidify the Ground So That 
the Tunnel Can More Easily Be 
Pushed Through—Dispute Over Con- 
tractor’s Price—Lamps That Will 
Cast No Shadows—To Discuss Plans 
for Combination Conduits—Tabulat- 
ing Street Bids. 


A method of sewer construction which con- 
templates the freezing of the ground through 
which the tunnel is constructed is under con- 
sideration for use in the Thirty-ninth street 
intercepting conduit. General William Sooy~ 
Smith» who has direction of Contractor John 
P. Agnew’s plans for the work, holds the 
American rights for use of the Pietsch meth- 
od, a Belgium patent. This employs chloride 
calcium to freeze the ground and enables the 
excavation to proceed without a shield. 

It is not the intention of the contractors 
to attempt to dispense with the shield in the 
excavation, but it Is expected that use can 
be made of the freezing process, which will 
facilitate work through water or soft earth 
if it be encountered. 

The freezing solution is pumped through 
the earth in pipes, solidifying the interior 
so that it*is compact and self-sustaining. 
The feasibility of the method is admitted by 
W. S. McHarg, consulting engineer for the 
Sewer Construction department of the city. 


Dispute Over Price. 


The award of the contract for the construc- 
tion of section “‘L” of the sewer, that por- 
tion east of Lake avenue to the lake, has 
caused a dispute between the Council Finance 
committee and Commissioner of Public 
Works McGann. The committee has asked 
the commissioner to recommend that the 
contract be awarded to Agnew at $2104 foot, 
the contract price on the other section being 
$118 a foot. The increase is demanded by 
reason of-the more difficult conditions pre- 
vailing in section “ L.’’ Commission McGann 
holds that this price is too high. 


Tabulating Street Bids. 


Bids involving the expenditure of $600,000, 
of which $570,000 is for street paving and 
$30,000 for sewer work in connection with 
it, are being tabulated by clerks in the office 
of Superintendent of. Streets Doherty. It 
has been found that the prices quoted are 
practically the same as those of last year 
in asphalt and brick. The bids for granite 
block work were slightly lower, but those 
for macadam were higher than in 1900, The 
large share of the contracts probably will 
go to the R. F. Conway company, which was 
in many cases the lowest bidder. ' 

Many smaller contractors were prevented 
from bidding, it is said, by the fact that 
it is uncertain when a return can be had 
on the capital invested. The larger con- 
cerns are able to obtain large loans and 
carry them for long periods. 


Lights Without Shadows. 


Gas lamps which do not cast shadows will 
be substituted for the present style accord- 
ing to plans which have been made by City 
Electrician Ellicott. The shadows thrown 
by the street lights were accountable for a 
death several weeks ago, and an attempt 
has been made to remedy this defect in the 
system. 

The posts are to be supplied with new 
heads, which will give much more light. 
The new head is entirely of glass, spherical 
in form, and sixteen inches in diameter. 
While the iron strips which served in the 
old-fashioned lamps to hold together the 
panes of glass shut off much light and 
threw long shadows into the street, the new 
form is designed to cast no shadow. 

The new lamp head will cost 65 cents each, 
while the lowest cost for restoring one of 
the old heads is $1.10. 


For a Combination Condui*. 


Representatives of the Western Union and 
the Postal Telegraph, the Commonwealth 
Electric, and the Chicago Telephone com- 
panies will meet City Electrician Ellicott this 
afternoon to settle on the details in the con- 
etruction of a combination conduit, to be laid 
in Archer avenue. This will be the first 
combination conduit in the city.

IN ARMS AGAING? STENCH 


WOODLAWN PEOPLE OBJECT. TO 
: DUMPING GROUND. 


Cc. C. Reed Secures Warrants to Arrest 
Lake Shore Railway Employes if 
Any More Cars Are Cleaned at Prai- 
rie Avenue and Sixty-third Street— 
Fear Health Will Be Threatened —. 
North-Siders Have Complaint 
Against City Tract, 


The dumping grounds of the Laké Shore 
and Michigan Southern railroad at Sixty- 
third street and Prairie avenue will be abol- 
ished soon if the efforts of indignant Wood- 
lawn residents are supported by the police. 
Appeals to the Health department to stop 
the dumping of refuse have been ignored, 
it is said, till now the thaw has started 
noxious odors that make life in the neigh- 
borhood a burden. Yesterday C; C. Reed, 
6237 Indiana avenue, swore out ten .war- 
rants for the arrest of employés of the rail- 
road company on the charge of violating 
the law which prohibite the dumping of 
refuse within 100 yards of a residence. 

The dumping ground has been a particular 
eyesore to Woodlawn for years. It is claimed’ 
by residents that both the Police and Health 
departments have ignored protest after pro- 
test until the railroad company has come to 
regard itself as privileged. The ground is 
south of Sixty-third street, and there the 
railway has constructed sidetracks which, 
it is said, have been used for the sole pur- 
pose of cleaning its stock trains.

When the wind is from the south- 
west the stench is spread all over Wood- 
lawn till the people fear the public health is 
menaced. 

The first active and organized protest was 
made last August, when a committee of the 
Woodlawn Improvement club visited the 
Aldermen of:the ward and secured their aid 
in bringing the nuisance before the Health 
department. At that time it was said that 
the matter would be investigated. The daily 
emptying of refuse continued, however, and 
at length an appeal was made to the Wood- 
lawn police. The work was stopped for a few 
days, but an order from Assistant Superin- 
tendent Ptacek was soon issued forbidding 
the police to interfere. This order is still in 
force. The dumping was continued through 
the winter, and the residents managed to en-~ 
dure the nuisance until the recent warm 
weather arrived. Then the abundance of 
odors which swept through the neighborhood 
aroused the residents to the necessity of sum- 


mary action. 


Complaint from the North Side. 
Complaints from the garbage dumping 
ground at Diversey boulevard and Ashland 
avenue and at California and Elston ave- 
nues have been brought to the fore also 
with the change in temperature. Residents 
of the neighborhoods are determined to put 
a stop to the nuisance. 
have had complaints,” said Commis- 
sioner Reynolds yesterday, ‘“ but there has 
been no reason in them. These dumping 
grounds are not a nuisance in the winter, and.

FUBNITURE FIT FOR KINGSIN HIS 
NEW ZION CITY PALACE. 


Overseer Will Spend No Less than $50,- 
000 in Fitting Out His Residence at 
Waukegan, Saying That a Mansion 
Is Befitting His Position as Head of 
a Church—Table, Counterpart of One 
Owned by Edward VII., Costs $1,400 
—Compares Himself to the Pope, 


John Alexander Dowie is preparing to 
spend at least $50,000 in furnishing the resi- 
dence which will be erected for his use at 
Zion City, the new settlement now in process 
of formation near Waukegan. The genera! 
overseer, as he officially is designated, in- 
tends to surround himself with all the luxu- 
ries and magnificence which in his opinion 
should be the part of a church dignitary, the 
spiritual head of a religious organization. 

Overseer Dowie has placed his order for the 
fittings of his residence with one of the big 
wholesale furniture houses of Chicago. He 
selected none but the richest and most ex- 
pensive articles, ordering in one case a table 
costing $1,400, which will be the counterpart 
of one owned by King Edward VII. In mak- 
ing his selections Overseer Dowie showed 
that he had made a careful study of interior 
furnishings and decorations during his recent 
trip abroad. 

“The Pope of Rome has a palace and mag- 
nificent furniture,’’ he is quoted as saying, 
** because he is the head of a great church. 
I am the head of a church, too, so why should 
I not have the same kind of things.”’ 

The furniture firm with which Overseer 
Dowie has placed his order has been given 
ample time in which to carry out its contract. 
This house is considered fortunate by rival 
firms in securing the largest single order of 
the kind in many years. ' 

Dr.”” Dowie’s official residence in Zion 
City will not be completed for a year, it is 
said, the plans being on a scale calculated 


-to astonish the public when they are re- 


vealed. 


IN DOUBT OVER CRERAR PLAN. 


Property-Owners May Consent if the 
Library Is Made Distinct from 
City Hall Project. 


Owners of property fronting on the Lake 
Front Park will consent to the erection of the 
proposed John Crerar Library Building, it 
is said, providing their consent does not 
waive any of their rights to prevent the 


location of other buildings on the ground. 


The opinion prevails among them that their 
consent to the location of the library build- 
ing in the park would be used ds a wedge to 
bring about the ultimate erection of the pro- 
posed City Hall where the temporary Post- 
office now stands. Unless the two projects 
are distinctly separated many of the prop- 
erty-owners declare they will oppose the 
Crerar plan. They say it has been the cher- 
ished plan of the Council to erect the munic- 
ipal building on the lake front, and. believe 
the action of the Council In favoring the 
Crerar grant was due largely to a desire to 
further their own plan. 

“It is pfobable that the property-owners 
could be induced to consent to the erection 
of the proposed library building if a specific 
agreement were made preserving their rights 
to protect their easement in the property,” 
said. George P. ‘Merrick, who represents a 
number of Michigan avenue property holders. 
‘They never will consent to a project which 
will have the effect of waiving their rights 
to object to the erection of other buildings. 
A consent to the erection of the Crerar Li- 
brary Building, unless containing a’ saving 
clause, would be construed into a precedent 
by the supporters of other lake front 


schemes.”’

Founder of Piano Company and of the 
Methodist Episcopal Home for Old

Business Ventare, Undertaken After 
He Had Once Retired from Trade, 
Planning a North Side Music Hall 
at Time of Last Illness.

William Henry Bush, organizer’of the Bush 
& Gerts Piano company, and founder of the 
Methodist Episcopal Old People’s Home, 
died last evening at his apartments in the 
Walton Building, 307 North Clark street. 
Mr. Bush had been ill only since Saturday. 
The disease, pneumonia, became worse sud- 
denly at 5 o'clock yesterday, and he died 
soon after. His wife'and two sons, Benjamin 
F. Bush and William L. Bush, survive him. 

Mr. Bush entered upon the principal busi- 
ness venture of his life long after he once had 
retired. He was 58 years old when, at the 
solicitation of his sons, he began the manu- 
facture of pianos. 

In the later years of his life his benefac- 
tions, which always had been given through 
the Methodist Episcopal Church, were de- 
voted to the founding of the Old People’s 
Home, which now starids partly finished but 
furnishing accommodations to 100 persons at 
975 Foster avenue. Mr. Bush was born in 
Mechanicstown, Md., on May 24, 1828 He 
came to Chicago with his wife in 1856, and 
engaged in the lumber business, operating a 
number of mills in Michigan. The lumber 
firm was Bush, Hill & Johnston. 

In 1875, having purchased considerable real 
estate, Mr. Bush retired from active busi- 
ness, traveled extensively, and seemingly had

abandoned all intention of engaging in any 
business pursuit again. In 1886, however, 
his sons persuaded him to undertake the 
manufacture of pianos. A start was made in 
a small way, but the plant was rapidly de- 
veloped. In 1889 the firm was incorporated 
and shortly afterward the plant was estab- 
lished at.Dayton and Weed streets. 

At the time of his death Mr. Bush was plan- 
ning a North Side music hall, to be built at 
Chicago avenue and Clark street. 

Mr. Bush was a member of Grace Methodist 
Episcopal Church, and the funeral will take 
place on Thursday afternoon at 1 o'clock 
from that church. The burial will be a 
Rosehill. 


MRS. ZERELDA WALLACE DEAD. 


Well-Known Woman’s Suffrage Advo- 
cate and Stepmother of Gen. Lew 
Wallace Passes Away. 


Indianapolis, Ind., March 19.—[ Special. ]— 
Mrs. Zerelda G. Wallace. one of the a 
known women in the middle West. famous 
for her espousal of the temperance cause and 
the cause of woman's suffrage, and step- 
mother of General Lew Wallace, and widow 
of the late Governor David Wallace, is dead. 
She died this morning at the home of her 
daughter, Mrs. John H. Steiner, at Cataract, 
Putnam County, Ind. She was 84 years of 
age, and her death was due to her advanced 
years, 

Mrs. Wallace was married when she was 
19 years of age, but she was over 50 years 
old when she took her place on the lecture 
platform. She will be buried beside her 
husband in Crown Hill Cemetery, this city, 
Mrs. Wallace was born at Millersburg, Ky., 
and was the youngest of the five daughters 
of Dr. John H. Sanders. The family moved 
to this city, and all the daughters were mar- 
ried to men that had important parts in mak- 
ing the history of Indiana. 

Mrs. Wallace was married to David Wal- 
lace when he was Lieutenant Governor. Her 
husband was afterward elected Governor 
and then served in Congress, and died just 
before the civil war while serving as Judge 
of the Common Pleas Court of Marshall 
County.

NEBRASKA REPUBLICAN CAUCUS 
AT LAST BREAKS DEADLOCK. 


D. E. Thompson, the Nominee, May Net 
Secure Election, as Seventeen Mem- 
bers of the Majority Party Bolt and 
Declare They Will Refase toe Vote 


Legislature—Struggle May Continue 
Despite the Formal Selection, 


Lincoln, Neb., March 19.—[Special.)—D. E. 
Thompson was nominated for United States 
Senator tonight by the Republican caucus, 
but his opponents insist that the majority in 
the Legisiature will not ratify the action. 

Beventeen -Republicans remained out of 
the caucus, and, it is claimed, will refuse to 
abide by kes decision. The Republican 
strength in the Legislature is seventy-one, 
and sixty-seven votes are required to elect om 
joint ballot. Only fifty-three members at- 
tended the caucus, and these cannot elect. If 
the bolters remain firm, and all declare they 
will never yield, the election of Senators by 
the Nebraska Assembly ie as far away as 
before. 


Bolters Determined to Fight. 

For weeks the Republicans have been hold- 
ing a caucus each day the Legislature was 
in session, the agreement being that fifty 
votes would be considered a nomination. 
Differences developed early in the fight and

It Was expressly stated that this nomina- 
tion was for the short term, or to fill the 
vacancy. 

When the confusion and excitement follow- 
ing the nomination had subsided balloting 
was begun for the long term. The Thompson 
men divided between Rosewater and Meikle- 
john. The nomination of Mr. Thompson is 
popularly supposed to be the result of an 
agreement with Edward Rosewater. 

D. BE, Thompson, who is a resident of Lin- 
coln, has been the leading candidate in point 
of strength since the fight began. His vote 
in the joint session has rarely fallen below 
thirty since the first week. 


David E. Thompson has been the unique 
figure in the Nebraska Senatorial] contest. 
He was born near Coldwater, Mich., 
fifty-six. years ago, and removed to 
Nebraska in 1872. He secured work as a 
brakeman for the Burlington and Missouri 
railroad, which was just entering the State, 
and gradually rose to the post of division 
superintendent, with headquarters at Lin- 
coln. He was given the eating-house con- 
cession along the Burlington line in Ne- 
braska, and is said to have laid the founda- 
tion for his large fortune with the earnings 
from that concession. In 1890 he retired and 
went into other lines of business. 


Prominent in Lincoln Politics. 


As the owner of the gas company and the 
electric light plant which furnish the City 
of Lincoln and its citizens with light, he 
became involved in city politics and in a few 
years. was a leader in Republican city and 
county politics. Among his first investments 
was the purchase of the Farmers and Mer- 
chants’ Insurance company of Lincoln, 
which he bought when it was on its last legs 
and developed into one of the largest com- 
panies in the State. Later he bought mines 
in Wyoming, became President of the Colum- 
bia Fire Insurance company of Omaha, and 
President of the State Bank at Aurora, Neb. 

jie is the owner of 33,000 acres of land in 
one sugar plantation in Mexico and has 
14,000 acres of banana lands near Vera Cruz. 
In addition to these properties he holds large 
investments in Lincoln real estate, and his 
fortune is estimated at from $1,000,000 to 
$4,000,000. He is noted as a philanthropist, 
and during the Omaha exposition sent all 
the children of Lincoln between the ages of 
S$ and 16 to see the Omaha show. There. 
were 1,200 children in the party who speni 
one day in Omaha at the expense of Mr. 
Thompson. On another occasion he sent 500 
caildren and 300 women, sons and daughters 
and wives of the workingmen of Lincoln, tu 
the Chatauqua assembly at Beatrice, paying 
wll their expenses. 


Famous Loan to the State. 

Perhaps the act for which he is most cele- 
brated was his loan of $20,600 to the State 
of Nebraska to bring the First Nebraska 
Regiment, just back from the Philippines, 
home from San Francisco. It was desired 
to bring the regiment home in a body, and 
the State was unable to raise the funds 
necessary. One day Mr. Thompson walked 
into Governor Poynter's office, asked how 
much money was needed for the purpose, 
and on being informed wrote out a check 
for $20,000 and laid it on the Governor's desk. 
He sent three men to San Francisco to see 
that the regiment was properly cared for 
and provided the men with Pullman cars 
and dining cars.

J. L. Burton Killed by an Assassin

The Mayor gave out the statement in an- 
swer to the charges made by Judge Hanecy 
that vice and crime had been protected in 
Chicago by the present city administration.

He told the 
story follows: 

* On the night of Jume 27, 1898, A. L. Stick- 
ney, a conductor on a Twenty-second street 
car, was held up by John Graves, John Hag- 
gerty, and George Lindeman at the corner 
of Loomis and Twenty-second streets. 
three men were arrested by Sergeant Damer 
of the Twenty-second Precinct, and on July 
22 they were indicted by the grand jury. 


Graves Escapes Punishment. 

“ Five days afterwards, July 27, they were 
put on trial before Judge Hanecy, then sit- 
ting in the Criminal Court, and the jury 
promptly found them guilty. On July 29, 
however, Judge Hanecy allowed Graves and 
Lindeman a new trial, allowing them to go 
out on their own recognizances, and on Aug.

Graves is a 
cousin of ‘ Reddy’ Curran, Judge Hanecy’s 
bailiff, and was himself at a somewhat later 
date an employé of the West Park board.

**On June 6, 1900, Graves was again arrest- 
ed, charged with holding up William Syne 
of 1057 Wilcox avenue at the corner of Mon- 
roe street and Campbell avenue the night 
before, and positively identified by Syne as 
one of the three highwaymen who had robbed 
him. His description also tallied with that 
of one of the men who had held up and robbed 
Dr. Gillane, 1368 West Monroe street, at the 
corner of Colorado and Homan avenues the 
night of June 5. 


Order by Judge Hanecy. 
**In the police court on the morning of 
June 6, Captain Campbell, who was handling 
the case, asked for a continuance in order 
to procure more evidence as to Graves’ con- 
nection with the Gillane robbery, but Judge 
Hanecy, who was then hearing civil cases on 
the South Side, at once went over to the 
Criminal Court and issued forthwith an order 
on Justice Chott, a Republican justice, to 
hear the case at once, and it came before 
him in his private office at 2 p. m. the same 
afternoon, June 6. 
‘* At the hearing before the justice Graves 
was positively identified by Mr. Syne as the 
man who had robbed him, but Judge Han- 
ecy’s bailiff, Curran, and Curran’s brother, 
swore to an alibi for Graves, and he was 
discharged. 
‘*On Nov. 24, 1900, Graves shot and killed 
Harry Ferriss, a workingman, while on his 
way to work with his dinner pail in his hand. 
It was one of the troubles growing out of the 
existing strikes. For that murder Graves its 
now a fugitive from Chicago justice, and 
there is a substantial reward for him out- 
standing.

CALL TO BUILDING TRADES. 


judge Jesse Holdom, in a decision rendered 
yesterday ina labor union assault case grow- 
ing out of a strike, upheld in forcible language 
the right of any man to work at any labor with 
which he 1s satisfied. The Judge declared 
that neither any other member of a union, nor 
even the President of the United States, had 
the right to interfere with a man’s work. 

While declaring his belief in the right of la- 
boring men to organize, and expressing the 
opinion that unions made for improvement 
and good, the Judge said such an assault as 
was charged in the case was a violation of 
the personal liberty guaranteed by the con- 
stitution, Which overshadowed by far the 
mere fact of the assault. . 

The case was that of Albert Hill of the 
Lathers’ union, who was charged with as- 
sauiting James Keliy, another member of the 
ynion, because of his refusal to stop work on 
a building in West Superior street, where he 
The union was engaged in 
@ strike at the time—Jan. 22—and because 
Kelly refused to obey the rules of the union 
and quit work at Hill's orders, the two be- 
came engaged in a fight. 

The evidence showed the fight had been 
fairly even. The defendant's attorney plead-

already had served some time in jail and 
had suffered as much as Kelly from the fight 
he should not be punished any more.

This is only one of the 
many advantages the Burlington enjoys. It 
would make the greatest coast to coast line 
in the countrys a link between the Penn- 
sylvania railroad and the Great Northern 
railway.” 


Conference on ‘Classification. 


The Southern Classification committee and 
representatives of the commercial interests 
of New York, Philadelphia, Chicago, S&t. 
Louis, Baltiniore, and other important trade 
centers held a meeting at the Auditorium 
yesterday for the purpose of bringing about 
a satisfactory adjustment of the classifica- 
tion in effect on the Southern roads. The 
session today, it is said, undoubtedly will re- 
sult in a satisfactory arrangement.

Says Rates Will Stand. : 
Executive officers of Western roads mei 
yesterday afternoon and considered the no- 
tice of withdrawal from the district pooling 
arrangement or Presidents’ agreement given 
by the Chicago and Northwestern and one 
other road a few daysago. The efforts made 
to induce these roads to cancel their notices 
of withdrawal were not successful and sevy- 
eral of the other roads decided to withdraw 
from the agreement on April 1.

TREASURY SURPLUS GROWING. 


Money Piling Up So Rapidly That Sec- 
retary Gage May Go on the Mar- 
ket and Buy Bonds. 


Washington, D. C., March 19.—[Special.]— 
Since Jan. 1 the Treasury surplus has grown 
from about $18,000,000 to more than $36,500,- 
000, an increase of about $283,000 for every 
business day. These favorable conditions 
have led to some consideration of the policy 
of buying bonds to convert into the sinking 
fund, and it is not impossible that:such a 
purchase will be made by the government in 
the near future. 

Authority to do this is vested in the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury, and Mr. Gage has been 
studying the financial situation carefully for 
some time, prepared to exercise his preroga- 
tive whenever the condition of the surplus 
and the probable expenditures of the gov- 
ernment shall warrant such a step. 

When asked today for his views relative 
to a purchase of bonds, Secretary Gage said 
no advance notice would be given to such 
action, and he intimated it was only right 
that the government should take advantage 
of a favorable market in the same way as a 
private buyer of bonds or stocks would do. 
The price of bonds, he said, is too high at 
present, but a more favorable market may 
appear later. As a broad, general princi- 
ple, the Secretary is disposed to purchase 
bonds at the first favorable opportunity.

EVANSTON SEEKS 
DRAINAGE CANAL 


Council Names Committee to 
Work for Measure in 
State Legislature. 


FOR ALL NORTH SHORE. 


Plan- Is tor Channel West of 
Town, Connecting with the 
North Branch. 


VIEWS OF PRESIDENT JONES. 


Following the example of Chicago in turn- 
ing its sewage from the lake to the Gulf of 
Mexico, Evanston, through its Council last 
night, took steps to have the drainage cur- 
rent of the north shore towns reversed and 
sent through a channel to the Chicago River 
near Bowmanville, whence it will be carried 
into. the big canal and hurried to the 
Mississippi, If the Evanston plan is 
carried out and South Chicago is relieved of 
its sewage through the proposed Calumet 
feeder, the original scheme of drainage for 
Chicago and its vicinity will be realized. All 
sewage will be poured inte the Sanitary Dis- 
trist- channel. 

The Bvanston Council appointed the fol- 
lowing comnfiittee to go to Springfield to 
seek to have passed an amendment to the 
present sanitary law including the north 
shore territory within its scope:

The matter came before the Council in the 
form of a committee report presented by Al- 
dermah Barker, the chairman. According 
to the proposed plan a sewer will be con- 
structed along the west line of Evanston, 
connecting with the North Branch of the 
Chicago River near Bowmanville on the 
south and running north to Wilmette, where 
it will turn east to the lake. Here it is pro- 
posed to construct a pumping station to keep 
a flow of water in the sewer at all times. An 
intercepting sewer will also run north from 
this point to Lake Forest, thereby bringing 
the sewage of the north shore towns into 
the main sewer connecting with the Chicago 
River. 

All the sewer mains in Evanston will be 
connected with the main drain on the west. 
It will be in this way that the sewage of the 
north shore towns eventually will reach the 
drainage canal through the Chicago River, 
The value of the property in the region it 
will drain is estimated at $10,000,000. : 


s Jones Favors General Idea. 


President Alexander J. Jones of the Drain- 
age board, when told of the action by the 
Council, said: 

“I do not know the engineering merits of 
the case, but In the abstract the board is in 
favor of any plan which will solve the sew- 
age problem of all the north shore towns. 
The problem is’ growing more menacing 
every day. I am in favor of some action, 
If the Evanston plan is feasible, well and 
good.”’ 


Other Wo. of the Council. 
Other business transacted by*the Evanston 
Council follows: 

Passed a resolution forbidding the dumping of 
any kind of garbage along the lake front near 
the proposed new park that cannot be convenient- 
ly covered with sand or earth. 

“Went on record in favor of the proposed new 
Township of Ridgeville, to include those por- 
tions of the Towns of Niles and New Trier that 
are now in the City of Evanston and will be co- 
extensive with the'city limits. 

Passed a resolution asking the County board 
to take the necessary legal steps in the matter to 
have it brought before the residents of tye city 
for a vote. 
- Passed a resolution empowering the Railroad 
committee to negotiate for the services of a com- 
petent civil engineer to give an expert opinion 
regarding the feasibility of track elevation in 
Evanston and the benefits to be derived. 


IMPEACHED JUDGES ON STAND. 


Justices Furches and Douglas Defend 
Their Course in the North 
Caroling Case. 


Raleigh, N. C., March 19.—[Special.]—In 
_the impeachment trial today cross-examina- 
tion of Chief Justice Furches continued. An 
ineffectual effort was made by the prosecu- 
tion to have him acknowledge inconsisten- 
cies in several Supreme Court decisions, but 
the witness made careful legal distinctions 
between all cases, and the cross-examination 
closed without demoralization of the wit- 
ness. 

Several prominent Democrats from Judge 
Furches’ county, among them ex-Congress- 
man W. M. Robbins, testified to Judge 
Furches’ high character as a citizen and 
official. 

The examination of. Associate Justice 
Douglas consumed the remainder of the day. 
He showed where many cases had been de- 
cided against his own political friends, and 


‘proached him officially on any partisan 
question. 

Cross-examination by C. B. Watson was 
lengthy and severe. The trend was to show 
that a mandamus had never been issued on 
the State Treasurer for money before. Doug- 
las insisted that the court did not officially 
order the writ to issue; that it was only an 
opinion of individual members of the court. 
He disclaimed all intention to reflect on the

MINERS AND EMPLOYERS MEET. 


Joint Conference at Carbondale, IIl., Is 
Expected to Adjust Ail

Carbondale, Ill., March 19.—[Special.]—The 
second day’s session of the fourth annual 
meeting of the District Mine Workers’ union 
in this, the largest subdistrict in the central 
West, was devoted moStly to a joint meeting 
of the operators and miners to discuss the 
grievances which the Springfield meeting 
a few weeks ago referred back to this ses- 
sion.

WISCONSIN SUPREME COURT RE- 
VERSES BARTLETT DECISION. 


With Two Justices Dissenting, the Bad- 
ger Tribunal Declares Verdict Hold- 
ing Indebtedness Incurred in Board 
of Trade Speculation Cohstituted 
Gambling Debt Was Wrong—Re- 
fuses to Issue Mandamus Asked by 
an [Illinois Life Insurance Concern. 


Milwaukee, Wis., March 19,—[Special.]— 
The Supreme Court today handed down a de- 
cision reversing the decision of the lower 
court, which held that indebtedness incurred 
in a deal in wheat was a gambling debt.

The plaintiffs, Leman Bartlett and Oscar Z. 
Bartlett, under the firm name of L. Bartlett 
& Sons, are grain commission merchants in 
Milwaukee. The defendant, E. C. Collins, is 
a farmer and grain dealer of Plymouth, 
Wis. On July 30, 1897, the defendant directed 
the plaintiffs, as his agents, to sell for him 
1,000 bushels of wheat in Chicago for Decem- 
ber delivery, and on Aug. 6 he ve orders 
to the plaintiffs ta sell 1,000 bushels more for 
the same delivery. 

The plaintiffs claimed the defendant agreed 
to deliver the wheat and that they under- 
stood that the deal was made in good faith 
for the actual delivery of the grain. The 
defendant contended he did not expect or 
agree to delivef the grain; that he only de- 
sired. to make speculative deals. The de- 
fendant deposited with the plaintiffs $80 in 
the way of margins and refused to put up any 
more, The plaintiffs called upon the defend- 
ant for more margins, which he refused to 
pay, and on Aug. 19 closed the deals by di- 
recting their Chicago agents to purchase 
| 2,000 bushels of wheat on the Board of Trade 
in Chicago to offset the 2,000 bushels they had 
sold for the defendant. Plaintiffs claim they 
sustained a loss of about $200 for margins 
they were obliged to put up for the de- 
fendant. 

The defendant contended that these trans- 
actions had with the plaintiffs were gambling 


Wisconsin, the plaintiffs could not recover. 
He further contended that as the grain was 
ordered sold for December delivery,’’ the 
plaintiffs. had no right to “ close him out "’ in 
August. 

The lower court decided against the 
plaintiff. This decision is reversed, with 
Chief Justice Cassady and Justice Dodge dis- 
senting. 


Decides Against Insurance Company. 


The Supreme ‘Court today refused to issue 
a .writ of mandamus to compel Insurance 
Commissioner Giljohann to grant a license to 
the Court of Honor of Lllinois, a fraternal 
life insuranée assoctation, to do business in 
Wisconsin. The application was denied by 
the Insurance Commissioner on the ground 
that the rate of assessment was too low to 
permit the association do a safe business. 
The decision does not go into the merits of 
the case, but denies the application of the as- 
sociation to have the Supreme Court take 
original jurisdiction,

The progress being made on eight new 
schools and three additions, now in process 
of construction, was detailed by Architect 
Mundie for the information of members of 
the Board of Education. The list gives the 
time when the buildings will be completed 
amd opened as follows: 

Robert A. Waller High School—Will be opened 
on April 1, and will permit.of North Division High 
School being used for grammar school purposes, 
and the present Lyman Trumbull Building being 
used for an English high and manual training 


school. 

Oliver Goldsmith School—Will open May 1, and 
will provide seats for 386 pupils now attending 
half day sessions at the Foster School, 246 pupils 
in rented rooms in connection with the Wash- 
burne School, and 133 half day atteridants at the 
Washburne School, 

School at Thirty-third place and Laurel avenu>— 
Will be completed on June 1, and will provide for 
806 pupils at the Holden School, 151 half day at- 
tendants at the McAllister School, and 146 pupils 
in rented rooms at the McClelland School. 

School at Fifty-third street and Sawyer av2nue— 
Will open June 1. Will relieve Elsdon branch of 
Chicago Lawn Schook and will provide seats for 
225 pupils now housed in rented rooms. 

Addition to the Harrison School—Will be com- 
pleted June 1. Will provide seats for 484 pupils 
now in rented rooms and 190 attending half day 
sessions. 

Auburn Park School—Will open June 1, and will 
provide for 150 pupils now crowded into attic 
rooms, and for 54 in rented rooms. 

Addition to the Dore School—Will be completed 
June 1, and .will provide seats for part of the 468 
pupils in the Polk Street School rented rooms and 
192 half day attendants at the Dore School. °* 
Hermann FeJsenthal Schodl—Will open Sept. 1. 
It replaces the old Springer School, and provides 
relief for 108 pupils now in rent2d rooms and &2 
in half day sessfons. 

Fernwood School—Will open Sept. 1, and will fur- 
nish seats for 117 pupils now in rented rooms. 
Addition to Avondale School — Will be opened 
Sept. 1, and will accommodate 357 pupils now in 
rented rooms, 138 half day attendants, and 17% 
pupils in rented branch?s of the Brentano School. 
John C. Coonley School—Will be opened Oct. 15. 
Will provide seats for 282 pupils now in rentea 
rooms and 156 half day attendants. 

The action of the Board of Education in 
making an appropriation to be used in dis- 
triputing free text books to all pupils in the 
lower four grades of the public schools is be- 
ing supported by the labor organizations and 
the turner societies.

The original exclusion law sought to pre- 
yent the arrival in the United States only 
of Chinese laborers. They were uniformly 
designated as Chinese, or citizens of China. 
Tt was evident therefore that, under the 
original law, it would be impossible to pre- 
vent the entry of almond-eyed Russians 
from Manchuria as soon as the bear seized 
‘that province. This would put an end to 
the whole exclusion scheme, for the coolies 
could be shipped to Manchuria and thence 
to the United States with impunity. 

There was considerable alarm over this 
phase of the case, and it was expected the 
labor organizations, particularly on the Pa- 
cific coast, would be up in arms as soon 
as they,discovered the danger. It has been 
discovered that a later amendment was 
adopted by Congress, which seems con- 
gtructed to meet just such a case. In the 
act of 1884 there was inserted an amendment 
io the original Chinese exclusion act, which 
makes it refer specifically to all Chinese, 
* Whether subjects of China or of any other 
power.”’

ACT OFFERED AMENDING “ HORSE 
AND DUMMY ” LAW. 


Representative O’Connor of Boone In- 
troduces It in the Assembly, and 
Other Members Wonder Whether 
the Purpose Is Political or Serious— 
In Present Form It Provides That 
Franchises Shall Have Life of Ten 
Instead of Twenty Years. 


Representative O’Connor of Boone County 
intreduced a street railway bill in the Lower 
House at Springfield yesterday which has set 
everybody guessing as to, its meaning. It 
was drawn in Chicago by Democratic politi- 
cians and Mr. O’Connor’s only connection 
with it was to introduce it at their request. 
Whether {it was put in simply as a political 
measure intended still further to draw at- 
tention to the street railway issue in the 
coming election or is meant as a serious 
measure is not plain. ° 

On its face the bill is an amendment to the 
existing horse and dummy act, bringing that 
law up to date and fixing the life of a street 


‘railway franchise at ten instead of twenty 


years as now provided. This would neces- 
sarily cause the bill to be opposed by the 
traction companies, and one theory is that it 
is nothing mere than one of the little bills 
Augustus W. Nohe has a habit of throwing 
into the legislative hopper. This limitation 
of franchises to ten years, however, could be 
changed easily to twenty, thirty, or more on 
second reading, when, instead of being ob- 
jectionable to the traction companies, it 
would please them. 

Some people think they see in the section 
providing for the use of other than animal 
power, as it may be or has been allowed by 
city councils, a plan on the part of the street 
railway companies to strengthen their posi- 
tion under the ninety-nine-year charters of 
1865, but others draw attention to the fact 
that the bill is made to apply to companies 
organized under the general incorporation 
laws of the State. The bill is loosely drawn 
and all persons, both in Chicago and Spring- 
field, supposed to know what the traction 
companies want disavow any knowledge of it. 


Provisions of the Bill. 


Provisions of the bill follow: 

*“‘Any company which has been or shall be 
incorporated under the general laws of this 
State for the purpose of operating any horse, 
dummy, or street railroad or tramway, may 
construct its road on and over any street, 
alley, road, or highway, or across or over 
any waters in this State, in such a manner 
as not unnecessarily to obstruct the public 
use of such street, alley, road, or highway, or 
interrupt the navigation of such waters. 

“ Provided every such street railway may 
be operated by animal, cable, electric, or any 


shall hereafter be granted to it by the préper 
public officers or authorities, except steam 
locomotive engines. 


Ten Years’ Time Limit. 


“No such company shall have the right 
to locate or construct its road upon or along 
any street or alley, or Over any public ground 
in any incorporated city, town, or village 
without the consent of the corporate au- 
thorities of city, town, or village, nor upon 
or along any road or highway, or upon any 
public ground without any incorporated city 
‘or village, except’ upon the consent of the 
County board. Such consent may be granted 
for any period not longer than ten years, on 
the* petition of the company, upon such 
terms and conditions not inconsistent with 
the provisions-of this act, as such corporate 
authorities or County board shall deem for 
the best interests of the public. 

“Every grant to any such company of a 
right to use any street shall be subject to 
the right of the proper authorities to con- 
trol the use, improvement, and@ repair of 
such street to the same extent as if no such 
grant had been made.”’ 

It is provided in terms the bill is to take 
the place of the horse and dummy act, and 
an emergency clause is added. There is also 
a clause giving the companies the right of 
eminent domain.

The prospects for the apportionment bills 
look a little better tonight than they dld 
twenty-four hours ago.

Rumors of a Special Session. 


Many people hold to the opinion, however, 
that the work of reapportionment will be 
made at a special session, to be called by 
Governor Yates at his pleasure. ' 

While the meeting of the committee today 
did not develop any market progress in the 
work, still, taken all in all, the meeting 
was a success. The committee passed a 
resolution to the effect that it was the sense 
of the body that apportionment be made. 

The two apportionment bills which were 
pending in the House this morning as spe- 
cial orders on motions to reconsider the vote 
by which they failed to pass last. week, were 
postponed until tomorrow morning. This 
action was taken on motion of Mr. Scrogin, 
chairman of the Congressional Apportion- 
ment committee, and Mr. Bundy, chairman 
of the Senatorial Apportionment committee. 
The object of the postponement was to give 
the Republican State Central committee an 
opportunity to consider the bills.

HAS A NEW SCHOOL PLAN 


SENATOR MAY PROPOSES AN- 
OTHER SYSTEM FOR CHICAGO. 


Would Make the City a Separate Dis- 
trict and Have the Members of the 
Beard of Education Elected by the 
People — Business Manager to Have 
Broad Powers in Conducting the Af- 
fairs of the Trustees—Provision as 
to Contracts. 


Senator Daniel E. May of Chicago will in- 
troduce temorrow in Springfield a b‘ll on the 
public school question which provides for the 
organization, of Chicago into a separate 
school distriét for the establishment, main- 
tenance, and government of pubtic schools 
therein. It is stated that one of the chief 
purposes of the bill is to take the Chicago 
School board out of politics. At present the* 
members of the board are appointed by the 
Mayor and it is alleged that he can exercise 
his appointing power in this connection fer 
the payment of political debts. 

By the terms of May’s bill the Board of Ed- 
ucation is to consist of fifteen members to be 
elected at large by the people. There is to 
be a business manager who shall have charge 
of the business affairs of the board. Under 
the supervision of the board he shall have 
the custody and control of all securities of 
the beard, collect rents and interest, and 
fulfill the duties in general of financial agent. 
He shall, subject to the prior approval of the 
board, appoint architects of school buildings 
and advertise and award the contracts for 
the construction and repair of such buildings 
and for the purchase of all supplies. He 
shall have the appointment, direction, and 
discharge and shall fix the compensation in 
accordance with the schedule of salaries es-

Miss Dix’s two earlier hooks, exciting and 
engrossing as they were, do not quite prepare 
the reader for the wealth of interest which 
animates this new story. It begins with the 
adVent of & youthful cavalier; taken in fight 
by .Cromwell’s men and banished by his 
roundhead uncle to Ameriea, in order to gain 
godliness under the pious ministrations of his 
aunt and her God-fearing husband. From 
the’ moment of Christopher's coming to the 
little settlement of Meadowbrook he gaifs 
the attention and holds the regard of the 


_}ireader.. How could it be otherwise, when he 


engages single-handed fn an unequal conflict 
with the tithing-man and all the law-abiding 
forces of the town, through nothing more than 
_high spirits and youthful desire for adven- 
turé? His harmiess oaths, his boyish boast- 
fulness, his experiences in the camp and field 
-of-old-Engiand, all serve to set him wrong 
~with the folk of New England, and wrong he 
remains to the end of the story. But what a 
good fellow he is! 

| It is; no-slight matter to begin a long story 
fortissimo, as Miss Dix does this,,and carry 
it on crescendo totheend. Theinterest never 
flags. When the struggle of Christopher's 
powerful and agile body against the stolid 
and matured strength of his adversaries 
ceases, the charming love which he rouses 
in his. uncle’s sister—sister to his own aunt’s 
husband, that is—takes up the thread of the 
narrative and holds it without swerving.

She 
has shown the utter unloveliness of so much 
,of the puritan life under the old provincial 
theocracy. And on the other hand she has 
‘let her readers into the beautiful home life, 
sweet and sound, in spite of all external for- 
biddingness, which was the real, though un- 
suspected, glory of the men and women of 
that happily departed day. “The Making 
of Christopher Ferringham”’ is a notable 
book, interesting to the utmost, and rich with 
the promise of still better things.

» “* Problems of Evolution.” By F. W. 

Headley. Thomas Y. Crowell. 

This is a clear, strong, penetrating critical 
survey. of ‘the-various problems in thought 
mid life involved in the theory of evolution, 
written: by one who evinces an excellent 
mastery of the essential elements in those 
problems. 

In the introductory statement, the author 
points out how curious has been the evolu- 
tion of opinion on the subject of evolution. 
Before the publieation of Darwin's “ Origin 
of Species "’ the theory of evolution was much 
discussed, but was generally rejected by 
naturalists, as it could not be shown what 
had brought it about. Darwin's ‘“‘ Natural 
Selection ”’ was welcomed ds the working 
principle: which made it possible.. Darwin- 
4am,: therefore, made men believe in evolu- 
tion: A’ majority, probably a considerabie 
‘Majority’ of naturalisis, says Mr. Headley, 
at still Darwinians, but there are now nota 
sew wha, while accepting evolution, are half- 
iifclined to reject Darwinism, to scoff at the 
bridge by which the scientific world made its 
way to evolution over a sea of difficulties. 
Mr. Tleadley Goes not do this, but he admits 
that the still prevalent attempt to try to ex- 
plain all things in heaven and earth, in nature 
and.in human history, by ingenious juggling 
with: the cabalistic phrase, natural selec- 
tion,” sometimes degenerates into kind of 
would-be scientific gabble—a phrase, a 
formula, a clew, good enough for what it is 
worth, but capable of being overworked.

Her 
associates are entirely of the titled and social 
upper-tendom of England and France, and 
she hears and tells of much of which the real 
significance is not understood by her. Im- 
moralities and lax social conditions are fre- 
quently encountered by her—in fact, she at 
no time gets out of this atmosphere of social 
rottenness—but the author makes her s0 
naive that she takes everything she contacts 
for what it appears rather than for what it 
is. This nafveté and ingenuousness will 
seem a bit overdone to the average Ameri- 
can reader—a girl as keen-witted and observ- 
ing as “* Elizabeth ” is shown to be, is not so 
simple in matters of morality and purity as 
Miss Glyn makes her heroine. The eriticisms 
unconsciously passed upon the insincerities, 


constitute the chief merit the book possesses. 
Those readers whovcare for such descriptions 
of the “‘ upper world,"’ and have sufficient 
leisure for its perusal, will find the book 
mildly interesting and entertaining. 


Literary Notes. 

Paderewski has become the editor of a series of 
volumes of the best of the world’s music, a coliec- 
‘tion issued by Heinemann of London. 

A copy of the first edition of Scott’s ‘‘ Guy Man- 
nering "' was sold in London the other day for 
$350. The original autograph MS. of the novel 
was sold in 1831 for $137.50, though it wanted only 
one leaf to complete it, 

At a recent meeting of the Paris Société des 
Amis des Livres, among whom were MM. Paillet, 
Beraldi, Hanotaux, and Claretie, and Baron Roger 
Portalis, it was decided to offer a prize of 1,000 
francs to the inventor of the best design of a new 
type’ for printing—presumably as a sort of cele- 
bration of the opening of the twentieth century. 
Apparently the prize is confined to com- 
petitors. 

The anonymous author of ‘‘ The Martyrdom of an 
Empress,”’ a record of the suffering and sorrows 
of the late Empress of Austria, which attracted 
much attention and was denied circulation in the 
Danubian empire, has just written another book 
that is to be published shortly. It will called 
‘‘ The Tribulations of a Princess,’’ js in the nature 
of an autobiography and wills life inside the 
circle of highest European aristocracy, even of 
royalty. | 

Hugh Gaine was an Irish printer, born in 1726, 
who came to New York in 1752, where he opened a 
printing house and began issuing a weekly news- 
paper. He kept a diary during the revolution and 
for some years afterwards. This diary has been 
preserved and is now being edited by Paul Leicester 
Ford, who has made a careful study of the period 
and life of Gaine. The book is announced for 
early publication and promises to be of unusual 
interest. 

Mrs. Van Rensselaer Cruger, who has been liv- 
ing in Italy for the last two years, recently re- 
turned to New York. Mrs. Cruger denied the 
story of her approaching marriage and said that 
she was going to Washington, where she might 
make her home if she did not return to Italy. Of 
her work she said: ‘‘ I am about to publish a story 
of American life. I suppose you would call it an 
American society novel, but I do not like the term 
* society novel,’ 

Paris is mildly excited now by the announcement 

of a forthcoming Dreyfus book, to be issued next 
month. It will be called ‘‘ Cing Annes De Ma Vie, 

1894-1899."" It is said to be a recital of anguish, 

hope, deception, and physical and moral suffering, 

in which the five years of which he has written 

are to be made wonderfully clear to all interested. 

It will, as the dates indicate, include matters be- 
fore, during, and after the famous trial, and will 
treat of his life on Devil's Island until the Rennes 

trial. 

Lovers of the occult will await with interest the 
appearance of *‘ Our Fate and the Zodiac,’’ by 
Margaret Mayo. It is stated that Miss Mayo

THE DISPUTE AT TIEN TSIN. 
British and Russian soldiers are in- 


trenched. within a few rods of each other 
in Tien Tsin, and are threatening to go to 
war over a railway siding. Some excita- 
ble London papers think the reputation of. 
the British Empire has suffered a grievous 
blow, that Russia is taking advantage of 
England’s weakness and unprepared con- 
dition, that the nation must be put into fight- 
ing order, and more to the same effect. One 
Conservative editor says Russia must be 
driven from the disputed tract if it takes 
the entire resources of the empire to do it. 
While much of this is irresponsible talk, the 
fact remains that the relations between the 
two nationalities at Tien Tsin are strained. 
Nations have. gone to war in times past 
over matters of no greater importance than 
that of a railway siding. .

HOUSING IN LONDON. 
Nothing in recent municipal history on its 
social side has equaled in interest and sig- 
nificance the achievements and projects 


County Council in building homes for wage- 
earners. 
buildings for the accommodation of 16,352 
persons had, with the exception of a minor 
fraction then under construction, been com- 
pleted, land had been acquired, and plans 
were under way for other buildings, to ac- 
commodate 14,853 persons, and the pur- 
chase of land had been sanctioned for the 
erection of still others to accommodate 5,800 
persons. 

In addition, however, to these schemes 
providing for 87,005 persons, the Council, 
just prior to the election of its members 
on the 2d instant, made the important an- 
nouncement that it had completed negotia- 
tions for a tract of 225 acres, situated about 
six miles from the heart of the city, on 
which it is proposed to erect cottages for 
42,500 persons. This last project, as well 
as that mentioned for accommodating 5,800 
persons, was entered upon under an amend- 
ment passed by Parliament last year to 
the housing act authorizing the Council to 
go outside its territorial jurisdiction to ac- 
quire land and carry out building schemes. 

In this activity for better housing Lof- 
don is far in the lead of all other municipali- 
ties of England and Scotland, although the 
same subject has within a generation re- 
ceived much attention in nearly every im- 
portant British city. 

Some of the buildings which the Coun- 
cil has erected and administers rise to a 
height of three or four stories, but the 
more recent schemes are for two-story cot- 
tages which shall cater to the deep-seated 
British love for yard space and prejudice 
against the high dwellings of Paris, Vienna, 
and New York. On the business side the 
Council is requ to grade rents at figures 
which will, in addition to fixed charges and 
maintenance, provide a sinking fund for 
gradually paying off the capital cost. In 
the case of the more remote enterprises it 
is hoped, as an incident to furnishing need- 
‘ed housing accommodation, to realize an im- 
portant increase in the value of the land 
as the districts grow up. 

The increase, at tlfe recent election, of 
the progressive majority' in the Council ap- 
pears to indicate popular approval of the 
line of action here sketched. It is evident 
that in London as in many other English 
cities individual enterprise cannot be de- 
pended on to provide for the proper hous- 
ing of the working classes, and the munici- 
palities must take the matter in hand. It 
is to be hoped that in this country private 
philanthropy and capital will do all that 
needs to be done. American cities are not 
so well governed as to make it advisable for 
them to extend the field.of their operations. 
The efficient regulation of tenement-houses 
is all that can; be asked of them. The con- 
struction and management of such buildings 
would be altogether too much for them. 


“MORAL INDICTMENTS.” 

Judge Tuley has told the grand jurors 
who have just been sworn in that they have 
no right “to blacken the character of any 
individual or public official unless they have 
evidence against him sufficient to warrant 
an indictment,” and that it is no part of 
their duty “to make reports by way of 
censure in individual cases unless such re- 
‘port is made in the form of indictment.” 
The belief is that the censure of members 
of the Police department by a recent grand 
jury induced Judge Tuley to condemn a 
practice which has long obtained in this 
county. 

About a quarter of a century ago Wilbur 
F. Storey, the editor of the Times, was 
foreman of a grand jury which investigated 
the County board. The jurors were satis- 
fied that county affairs were dishonestly 
managed, but could find no evidence on 
which to base indictments. So they re- 
turned a “‘ moral indictment.” Often since 
then grand juries have censured where they 
were unable to indict. The objection to 
the practice is that where the acts of public 
officials are condemined these officials and 
the members of the party to which they 
belong assert that the action of the grand. 
jury is mere partisan politics. For this 
reason it is doubtful whether the “‘ moral 
indictments ” do much good. 

At the same time, there are cases where 
a grand jury is convinced that laws are 
being violated or disregarded, and yet is 
unable to return indictments on which con- 
victions may be had. A grand jury may 
be in possession of evidence showing that 
there is a general failure to enforce such 
“> ordinance as the one for the prevention 
of smoke or for the closing of saloons at 
midnight. 


It cannot indict the city govern- 
ment, which is responsible for the failure 
to enforce these ordinances. It may proper- 
ly be considered a part of the duty of the 
grand jury to censure that city government 
and endeavor to awaken it to a sense 6f its 
duties to the community. Where the cen- 
sure is just municipal officers cannot honest- 
ly complain that the grand jury has “ black- 
ened. their characters.” It has simply put 
on record their shortcomings. oe 


PROHIBITION IN MAINE. 

In the Maine House of Representatives 
last week the proposition to resubmit the 
prohibitory amendment to the constitution 
to popular vote was defeated by a large 
majority. The«law, therefore, remains 
upon the statute books to be comparatively 
a dead letter in the future as it has been 
in the past. 

The discussion which preceded the vote 
was accompanied by statistics illustrating 
the conspicuous failure of the law in the 
State where it has not only been longest in 
operation but where the possibility of exe- 
cution is the most favorable. It was shown 
from the internal revenue reports that the 
local option State of Massachusetts has 
one retail license for every 567 of its pop- 
ulation, while in the prohibition State of 
Maine there is.one for every 478 of its popu- 
lation. In seventy places of less than 1,000 
people one or more persons have taken out 
United States licenses for the sale of intoxi- 
cating liquors, one of these places having 
41 and another but 6S inhabitants. Out of 
192 cities, towns, and villages having more 
than 1,000 inhabitants only 79 were with- 
out a United States license last year. 

The records of the courts also bear wit- 
ness to the failure of the law. In 1808 the 
arrests for drunkenness in Boston were 45 
to each 1,000 of the poptilation: in New 
York City 13, in Chicago 23, and in Port- 
land 42 to each 1,000. The increase of ar- 
rests in the latter city for drunkenness is 
significant. For the year 1892 they were 
875; in 1899 this number had increased to 
1,549. For the year ending March 1, 1893,

in cities to one 
upon a farm.” 
The foreign 
weed pests are 
Canada Thistle. brought into 
the cities in many different ways. The seeds 
are found in the packing of imported crock- 
ery and in hundreds of other foreign bought 
packages. After such goods have been un- 
packed the rubbish ts often swept out of the 
store and left so that the wind can get at it 
and spread the germs far and wide. In other 
cases packages containing weed seeds are 
taken home before they are unpacked, and 
the infected packing. is then thrown out on 
vacant lots or into garbage receptacles, 
where again the seeds have a chance to re- 
produce themselves. 

All kinds of weeds have a better chance to 
srow in cities than in the country, because 
in the first place vacant city lots have usually 
been cultivat- 
ed at one time 
or another, so 
that the na- 
tive vegeta- 
tion has been 
destroyed 
and the 
conditions are 
favorable for 
the growing 
of migratory 
weeds. Again, 
it is the farm- 
er’s business 
to look out for 
dangerous 
weeds, and he 
is quick to. 
adopt desper- 
ate measures

hand, there is no crop to be affected, and 
vacant lots, even in the best residence dis- 
tricts, are often given up to whatever will 
grow upon them. 
“In Chicago,” sternly declares the Agri- 
cultural department, “rough pigweed, tall 
ragweed, and cocklebur are abundant, while 
there are hundreds of acres within the city 
limits covered almost completely with Can- 
ada thistle, 
and in several 
places R us- 
sian thistle is 
rapidly i n- 
creasing.”’ 
From Chica- 
go the wind 
and the water 
and the rail- 
roads carry 
the seeds of 
these and oth- 
er noxious 
weeds to dif- 
ferent parts of 
the country. 
There is al- 
ready in exist- 
ence a law 
which could 
eared to 
-wrners of 
vacant lots 
and itlands 
within the city 
limits refuse 
to keep the 
weeds cut 
down. Under 
one provision of the law inspectors may be 
appointed to see that the Canada thistle is 
not allowed to grow within the city limits, 
and under another a man who “ brings the 
seed into the State, whether in the packing 
of goods or in grain or gr seed, or other- 
wise, and allows the same to be dissemi- 
nated, or who shall allow any Canada thistle 
to mature its seed on any land owned or occu- 
pied by him,” shall be fined not less than $10 
nor more than $100 for each offense. 
The Department of Agriculture points out 
that it is not only as a protection to the 
farmer that city residents should prevent 
weeds from growing up. Almost all the 
common weeds have a bad effect on the 
community, while weeds that 
are deadly poisons are found - 
ber of cities 
and villages 
throu gh- 
out the coun- 
try. Henbane, 
or deadly 
nightshade, is 
found in a few 
localities. Jim- 
son weed and 
purple thorn- 
apple are com- 
mon in most 
cities east of 
the Mississippi 
River. Their 
seeds, which 
are somewhat 
attractive in 
appear- 
ance, are ex- 
tremely poi- 
sonous, and 
children are 
killed every 
year by eating 
them. Nine 
cases of fatal 
Poi so n- 
ing from this source were reported to the 
Department of Agriculture in a single year, 
while there were doubtless many less seri- 
ous cases which were not reported. ; 
Weeds also harbor injurious insects and 
fungous and bacterial diseases of cultivated 
plants. As-soon as the weeds stop growing 
and begin to decay they absorb oxygen from 
the air and give off carbonic acid gas. A de- 
caying mass of rank vegetation, such as is 
often seen on vacant lots and lands even in| 
the finest residence districts of Chicago and 
other large cities, cannot but seriously af- 
fect the health of the entire neighborhood 
surrounding it. It shades the soil from the 
purifying and drying effects of sun and wind 
and keeps it damp and sour, a fit breeding 
place for malaria. Some of the most com- 
mon and most widely distributed species, 
such as the ragweeds, produce immense 
quantities of pollen, which, !f not the cause 
of hay fever and asthma. is extremely tirritat- 
ing to people who are afflicted with such dis- 
eases. Several species of weeds produce ex- 
tremely unpleasant and penetrating odors, 
such as the mayweed, tarweed, and stink- 
weed. In some localities wild garlic is eaten 
by the cows to such an extent that the milk 
is impregnated with the taste. So far as the 
effect of the weed patches in Chicago on the 
country distriets is concerned, the report of 
the department is specific and somewhat 
startling. 
“ State weed laws,” says the report, “ are 
rendered ineffective by the unchecked pro- 
duction of weeds in cities. The Canada 
thistle law in Illinois is probably better en- 
forced in the country districts of that State 
than are the weed laws in any other section 
of the country, and the thistle could easily 
be kept in control there were it not allowed

An impression prevails in many 
quarters that because the Kaiser and 
the Czarina are first cousins, and because 
Prince Henry of Prussia is a brother-in-law 
of the Czar, there can be no question of an 
armed conflict between Germany and Rus- 
Bla, and that in the same way, no matter 
what may happen, peace is assured between 
Great Britain and the Muscovite Empire, 
owing to Nicholas II. being a nephew of 
King Edward and a grandson of Queen 
Victoria, while Queen Alexandra is a sister 
of the Dowager Czarina. 

Yet the most cursory glance over the pages 
of history would be sufficient to show how 


‘utterly fallacious is the doctrine that rela- 


tionships of this kind play any role what- 
goever in the maintenance of peace. It is 
only necessary to recall the war of 1866, 
when the late Grand Duke of Hesse found 
himself fighting against his brother-in-law, 
the late Emperor Frederick, while two years 
previously. the latter had been in the field 
against Denmark, although his sister-in-law, 


» the then Princéss of Wales, was a Danish 


Princess. The close relationship which ex- 
isted between the reigning houses of Han- 


’ over and Prussia did not prevent the latter 


_, their own free will. 


from annexing the dominions of the former 
in the war of 1866, neither did the circum- 
stance that the late King Victor Emmanuel 
was married to.an Archduchess of the reign- 
ing house of Austria prevent his waging 
War against the latter and helping Napoleon 
fa against the dual empire in the war of 
1859. 

History is indeed full of analogous cases. 

Monarchs; as a rule, do not make war of 
The risk involved is too 
great to be lightly undertaken, and caprice 
ana personal feeling play no part what- 
goever in determining a question so mo- 
mentuous. In almost every instance they 
ave been forced into war by public opinion 
and have been obliged to choose between 
the alternative of giving way to public sen- - 
timent or to the forfeiture of the throne. In 


'-guch cases the personal feelings and likings 


of the various rulers carry little weight. 
Blood relationships are not allowed to figure 
im the balance, and if a sovereign has to 


+ ehoose between the loss of his crown and the 


overthrow of his dynasty, on the one hand, 
and the going to war with a near kinsman, on 
the other, he will naturally select the latter 
sSiternative. That is why no undue impor- 
tance should be attached to what are known 
as dynastic alliances. 


King Edward created something of a sen- 


' gation the other day by visiting the Houses 


of Parliament at Westminster. It was the 
first time that a British sovereign had ever 
entered the precincts of the palace of West- 
minster, otherwise than to open Parliament 
in state, sirice the reign of William IV. in 
2882, and the officials of the House of Lords 


- were in a quandary as to whether the King, 


-gioner of the Government Board of Works, 


who was arrayed in ordinary street dress and 
high silk hat, would occupy the throne, or 
would have a chair brought in and placed 
beside the Woolsack, since it was obvious 
that he could not take his seat on the cross 
benches among the other peers as he had 
been accustomed to do in his capacity as 
Duke of Cornwall prior to his accession to 
the throne.

The lat- 
ter has had a presentation in England and 
has been regarded as too gloomy for stage 
use, although it is described as a drama of 
power.

How Miss Van Brugh Studied Sophy. 


‘Miss Irene Van Brugh’s knowledge of the 
Sophy Fullgarney type of woman was gained 
by close observation after Mr. Pinero had 
assigned the role to her. Her study had to 
be the harder from the fact she herself isnot 
a Londoner and never had seen much of the 
distinct class of city cockneys. 

“I spent several months,” she says, 
*‘learning the habits and watching the ac- 
tions of manicure and dressmaking shop 
girls. I never actually worked in a mani- 
cure shop, as some published accounts have 
said, but I visited them enough to gain 
enough atmosphere to help me materially. 
After receiving the printed copy of the play 
I went to Brighton and there by accident 
saw a woman who suggested to me exactly 
the manner and style I wanted. I followed 
her about for several days, although I never 
spoke to her. She probably is still ignorant 
that much of her is being nightly reproduced 
on the stage. The shopgirl part was the 
easier to catch. Not only did I visit mani- 
cure shops, but I also spent much time at my 
dressmaker’s. The werk and fitting room was 
separated from the reception-room only by 
a curtain and I was able to hear the girls’ 
talk about their amusements and their love 
affairs. 

‘Then Mr. Pinero, who is really wonderful 
at rehearsals, drilled a lot of the fine points 
into me. . He is a great teacher of acting. 
No matter how much you think you know, he 
can teach you something. He takes abso- 
lute charge at rehearsals.”” | 

Miss Van Brugh does not tome from a 
theatrical family, though her sister, Violet 
Van Brugh (Mrs. Arthur Bourchier), also is 
an actress. She was born in Devonshire, 
and after a preliminary home education, she 
spent two years in Paris and Italy. Ten 
years ago, when she was 16 years old, she 
went upon the stage as 4 member of the 
company of the provincial manageress, Miss 
Sarah Thorne. 
She sums up her early career thus briefly: 
“I played a large number of parts of various 
kinds during my early years upon the stage, 
but my’ first important success was made as 
Rose Trelawny in Mr. Pinero’s ‘ Trelawny 
of the Wells.’ -Then I played Stella in Cap- 
tain Marshall’s ‘His Excellency the Gov- 
ernor,’ and now I have the part of Sophy 


Fullgarney.”’ 


Father and Son, 
An odd contrast afforded by the perform- 
ance of ‘‘ The Gay Lord Quex ’* is that be- 
tween the appearance of John Hare, father, 
and Gilbert Hare, son. In impersonating the 
worn-out old roué, Sir Chichester Frayne, 
the younger actor has to make up in a man- 
ner which makes him appear twice the age 
of the debonair, well preserved Lord Quex. 
The son is also much taller than his father 
—who by the measure of stature is one of 
the smallest men on the stage—and when 
the pair come in together in the first act, 
even the case-hardened playgoer, used to 
all the devices of stage disguise, is not apt 
to escape a feeling of surprise. 
The idea that young men are well fitted 
for old men’s parts is not a new one in 
the Hare family. John Hare won his first 
laurels by the practice of it. After an ad- 
venturous coming to London in 1865 for a 
reward of $10 a week, he laid the first stone 
of metropolitan reputation by playing Lord 
Ptarmigant in Tom Robertson’s comedy, 
“Society.” The old men he has made il- 
lustrious have been listed from that part 
down to that of Benjamin Goldfinch in “A 
Pair of Spectacles.” So system and not 
chance probably accounts for Gilbert Hare’s 
assumption of his present role. 
The father is happy in the companionship of 
the son and an admirer of his work. \ 
“He gives a fine performance of Sir 
Chichester, doesn’t he?” he said at the close 
of a conversation the other day. And the 
note of fatherly pride was in his voice.

With funds supplied by him, 
she completed her musical education, and 
by his influence at the end of that time 
she was offered an engagement with the 
Bostonians. In ‘‘ The Serenade’’ she made 
her first “hit.” A year afterwards Mr.

That was the beginning of the 
end, and when Mr. Perley was asked to 
greatly increase the stipend Miss Nielsen 
was receiving, both men deciding to let her 
make her career without their assistance.
